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WARDS  IN  OHIO 


The  first  gathering  of  the  “Ohio  Ward  Clan”  of  descendants  of 
William  Ward  of  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  occurred  on  August 
4,  1916.  It  was  called  by  Mrs.  Sylvia  Turner  Ferguson  and 
Professor  Fletcher  D.  Ward.  Forty  members  responded  to  the 
call,  meeting  at  the  home  of  Mr.  B.  E.  Haskins  in  Canaan,  Wayne 
County,  Ohio.  The  Clan  was  organized  with  Dr.  G.  A.  Reeder, 
President,  and  Miss  Julia  Ward,  Secretary. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Clan  was  held  on  August  23,  1917,  at 
Chippewa  Lake,  Medina  County,  Ohio.  About  sixty  members  were 
present.  Many  interesting  letters  were  read  from  absent  members. 
The  same  persons  were  re-elected  President  and  Secretary.  Miss 
Bessie  Norton  was  elected  Treasurer. 

Each  succeeding  year,  the  Clan  has  held  an  Annual  Meeting,  usually 
at  Chippewa  Lake,  Ohio.  At  some  of  these  meetings,  it  was  re¬ 
peatedly  suggested  that  a  history  of  our  part  of  the  Ward  family 
be  written.  The  senior  members  of  the  Clan  were  the  logical  ones 
to  consult  about  such  a  history,  since  they  had  heard  more  by  word 
of  mouth  from  earlier  generations. 

This  present  booklet  has  been  made  possible  through  their  knowl¬ 
edge  and  the  kindness  of  other  members  who  have  furnished  to  the 
committee  information  from  their  personal  records. 

It  is  not  complete.  If  publication  could  be  delayed  another  year, 
the  present  committee  could  doubtless  compile  considerable  additional 
history  from  sources  which  it  has  already  discovered.  But  the  time 
has  come  when  something  should  be  published,  and  we  must  leave  to 
the  compilers  of  future  editions  the  pleasant  tasks  of  carrying  for¬ 
ward  the  studies  which  have  been  started  in  these  pages. 

There  may  be  errors  in  these  records.  But  they  represent  a  faith¬ 
ful  attempt  to  bring  together  Clan  history  as  it  is  cherished  by 
various  members. 

We  have  given  only  the  genealogy  of  the  relatively  few  Wards 
about  whom  members  have  found  time  to  send  information  or  whose 
relationships  have  been  known  to  us  personally.  It  has  been  im¬ 
possible  to  make  an  exhaustive  study  of  branches  of  the  family 
which  have  developed  in  other  sections.  The  range  of  this  booklet 
for  present  generations  is  confined  chiefly  to  the  direct  descendants 
of  Daniel  and  Zephaniah  Ward,  who  came  to  Ohio. 
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The  plan  of  presentation  is  simple. 

The  generations  in  America  start  with  William  Ward  of  Sudbury, 
Massachusetts.  After  him,  there  are  listed  only  the  descendants  of 
the  one  child  who  is  in  the  direct  succession  until  we  come  to  the 
sixth  generation  in  which  are  found  Daniel,  born  September  20,  1776, 
and  Zephaniah,  bom  October  23,  1778.  Because  descendants  of  both 
(6)  Daniel  and  (6)  Zephaniah  are  found  in  our  Ohio  Clan,  various 
lines  following  both  of  these  men  are  traced.  Only  families  carrying 
the  name  of  Ward  are  featured  in  the  main  divisions  by  generations. 
Other  branches  with  other  names,  however,  will  be  found  in  their 
places. 

In  the  family  table  of  any  given  generation,  the  name  of  the  per¬ 
son  whose  descendants  are  traced  is  marked  with  an  asterisk.  The 
name  of  this  person  is  then  carried  forward  as  the  parent  of  that  part 
of  the  next  generation  which  is  shown  in  detail.  The  number  of  his 
own  generation  is  usually  indicated  in  parentheses  when  it  is  found 
elsewhere.  Wherever,  therefore,  a  number  is  seen  in  parentheses  it 
indicates  the  number  of  the  generation,  regardless  of  where  the  name 
appears.  A  small  figure  out  of  parentheses  indicates  merely  the 
order  in  the  immediate  family. 

The  amount  of  report  on  different  members  of  the  Clan  varies  a 
great  deal.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  only  a  very  little  information 
was  received  regarding  many  while  more  information  was  available 
concerning  others.  Necessarily,  however,  there  is  no  attempt  to  write 
a  detailed  family  history. 

Much  of  the  material  has  been  furnished  by  the  members  of  the 
Committee  from  their  personal  acquaintance  with  earlier  generations. 

Blank  pages  have  been  inserted  between  the  chronological  record 
and  the  index  on  which  personal  additions  can  be  made.  Anyone 
knowing  further  records  of  interest  to  the  clan  are  invited  to  report 
them  to  the  secretary,  Lucius  A.  Ward,  1550  East  221st  Street, 
Euclid,  Ohio. 

In  preparing  the  index  there  has  been  followed  the  somewhat  un¬ 
usual  plan  of  classifying  by  the  first  given  name  rather  than  by  the 
surname. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  occasion  to  express  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  courtesy  and  cordial  assistance  of  all  who  have  so 
cheerfully  cooperated  in  carrying  forward  this  work  of  our  common 
interest.

1  £  we  could  visit  Sudbury  and  Marlborough,  Massachusetts,  we 
could  see  numerous  historic  places  and  monuments  erected  to  early 
pioneers  of  our  country.  Among  them  are  many  of  the  Wards. 


Ward  Monument 

The  William-Elizabeth  Ward  Monument  in  Spring  Hill  Cem¬ 
etery,  Marlborough,  Massachusetts,  bears  this  inscription : 

William  Ward 
1603— August  10,  1687 
Emigrated  from  England  1638 
One  of  the  founders  of  Sudbury  and 
Marlborough,  Massachusetts 

And  to  his  wife 

Elizabeth  Ward 
1613 — December  9,  1700 

William  and  Elizabeth  were  the  great-grandparents  of  Artemas 
Ward — the  first  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  American  Revolution. 
This  inscription  is  also  found : 

“The  embedded  stone  of  Elizabeth  Ward  is  her  original  Head 
stone.  Erected  by  Artemas  Ward  of  the  7th  Generation.”

“Here  Lye’s  the  body 
Of  Elizabeth  Ward 
The  Servant  of  the 
Lord.  Deceased  in  87th 
year  of  her  age 
December  the  9th  in  the  year

Other  monuments  and  tablets  are  in  and  around  Sudbury  and 
Marlborough. 
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Memorial  Pier 

The  Pioneer  Memorial  Pier  on  the  Boston-New  York  Route 
through  Marlborough,  Massachusetts,  was  erected  in  1924  by 
Artemas  Ward  of  the  seventh  generation.  On  the  Pier  is  written: 

“The  left  road  leads  to  Spring  Hill  Cemetery,  Marlborough’s 
first  burial  place,  about  1675.  There  lie  many  of  the  founders,  of 
the  township,  men  whose  courage  and  industry  transformed  an  In¬ 
dian  wilderness  into  an  American  community  which  has  developed 
into  the  Marlborough  of  today.  Among  those  Pioneers  were  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Elizabeth  Ward.” 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  Sudbury’s  first  Meeting 
Blouse  bore  William  Ward’s  signature. 

Mount  Ward 

Mount  Ward  is  a  rounded  hill  four  hundred  feet  high  along  the 
road  to  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  about  two  and  a  half  miles  out  of 
Marlborough.  It  is  named  after  Eleazer  Ward,  who  was  William 
Ward’s  youngest  son.  He  was  shot  down  as  he  rode  over  this  hill 
during  a  forty-eight  hour  fight  with  the  Indians.  William  Ward, 
then  seventy-three  years  old,  took  part  in  the  fight.  His  daughter 
Elizabeth’s  husband,  John  Howe,  was  also  killed  during  this  battle. 

Artemas  Ward,  of  the  seventh  generation,  published  “The  En¬ 
cyclopedia  of  Foods”  in  1923,  a  standard  reference  work  in  libraries 
and  higher  educational  institutions.  His  father  was  Henry  Dana 
Ward. 

Some  families  had  thirteen  children,  others  six,  seven  and  eight 
children.  Twins  were  quite  frequent. 


Artemas  Ward  House 

Artemas  Ward  House,  Shrewsbury,  Massachusetts,  was  the  home 
of  General  Artemas  Ward  for  thirty-seven  years.  It  is  now  open 
to  the  public  every  week-day  during  the  summer  months.  It  is  a 
prominent  feature  of  the  state  road  between  Boston  and  Worcester. 


In  Northern  Ohio 

Public  records  of  helpful  citizenship,  as  well  as  inscriptions  in 
burying  places  tell  much  of  the  descendants  of  William  Ward  in 
Northern  Ohio. 

Far  more  meaningful  are  the  influences  which  have  gone  into 
numerous  communities  from  an  ever-increasing  company  of  those 
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who  have  worthily  carried  the  Ward  name  or  the  vigor  of  its  blood 
and  spirit  during  many  decades  since  pioneer  Wards  of  the  sixth  gen¬ 
eration  came  to  the  “Western  Reserve”  in  Northern  Ohio. 

Our  clan  history  has  but  just  begun.  Valiant  as  have  been  the 
deeds  and  spirit  of  this  sturdy  stock  in  other  generations  there  remain 
a  service  and  growth  far  greater  because  of  what  they  were  and 
what  they  passed  to  those  who  come  in  this  and  in  future  generations.

First  Generation  in  America 
(1)  William  Ward 

Born  in  England  about  1603.  Emigrated  about  the  spring  of 
1638  to  what  was  then  the  new  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay.  He 
brought  with  him  his  second  wife  and  five  children  by  his  deceased 
first  wife.  We  would  like  to  know  from  what  part  of  England  he 
came,  and  who  were  his  ancestors.  These  questions  still  go  un¬ 
answered  for  us,  as  is  the  case  of  many  another  of  the  country’s 
founders.

Of  the  children  of  Phineas,  Jr.,  the  fifth  generation,  we  know  but 
little.  Jessie  Ward  Robinson,  125  Montgomery  Avenue,  Hayward, 
California,  writes,  “After  my  mother’s  death,  Freedom  Eliza  Sar¬ 
geant  Ward,  I  found  in  my  father’s  writing  the  following  state¬ 
ment  which  he  had  written  in  an  old  account  book.  ‘Aaron  Ward 
and  Thomas  and  Osgood  Ward  moved  to  Georgia  in  1818  or  1819. 
Aaron  Ward  moved  from  Ashcott,  Canada,  to  the  East,  lie  had 
eleven  children.  The  oldest  son,  George  or  John,  had  gone  to 
Georgia  a  year  or  more  previous  and  taught  school.  Thomas  or 
Osgood  Ward  went  from  the  State  of  New  York.  Aaron  left 
Canada  in  the  fall  or  early  winter  and  went  to  New  York  and  staid 
until  spring  when  both  families  went  together.  That  would  indi¬ 
cate  that  a  considerable  number  of  our  Wards  became  Southern¬ 
ers.  The  other  children  of  this  generation  were  Zephaniah,  Zach¬ 
ariah,  Daniel.’  ” 

In  another  letter  from  Jessie  Ward  Robinson,  a  great-grand¬ 
daughter  of  Daniel  Ward,  she  writes  that  Daniel  (who  married 
Urania  Ricker)  had  four  brothers,  Zachariah  and  Zephaniah,  who 
were  twins  and  lived  in  Jackson,  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  William  and 
Thomas  who  settled  in  the  South  and  two  sisters,  Eunice  and  Sibyl, 
both  of  whom  successively  married  Alexander  Stewart  and  lived  in 
Canaan,  Ohio.  He  was  a  local  preacher.  Daniel,  the  fifth  son,  came 
to  Ohio.  Of  him  and  Zephaniah  we  have  a  more  detailed  and  per¬ 
sonal  record  elsewhere  in  these  pages.

Seventh  Generation 
Children  of  (6)  Daniel  Ward 

(6)  Daniel  was  born  September  20,  1776,  and  married  Urania 
Ricker  June  22,  1803,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  Their  wedding  trip 
was  a  horseback  ride  of  three  hundred  miles  northwest  to  what  be¬ 
came  their  new  home  in  Bolton,  Canada,  where  their  thirteen  children 
were  born.  Daniel  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  on  May  4,  1854,  in 
Seville,  Ohio.  He  was  buried  at  Morses  Corners,  in  Westfield 
township,  Medina  County,  Ohio,  four  miles  east  of  Lodi.  It  is  now 
known  as  Friendsville.  His  wife,  Urania,  was  born  August  20,  1781, 
died  January  15,  1861  (age  80  years)  in  Westfield,  Ohio,  and  was 
buried  beside  her  husband,  Daniel,  at  Morses  Corners.

We  have  no  record  of  George  R.  Ward.  Moses  died  in  Canada, 
a  bachelor.  A  well-to-do  neighbor  cared  for  him  and  got  all  of  his 
property.  There  is  no  record  of  Daniel.  Aaron  died  when  two 
years  old.  Martha  Peace,  the  second  child  of  Daniel  and  Urania, 
became  Martha  Peace  Ward  Turner  Fritz. 
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Clan  history  is  found  in  a  letter  written  by  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Sylvia  Turner  Ferguson,  February  12,  1912,  to  Mrs.  Ferguson’s 
niece,  Flora  Turner  Mohler  (Mrs.  Asa  Mohler)  : 


Copy  of  Sylvia  Ferguson’s  Letter: 

West  Salem,  Ohio,  February  12,  1912 

Dear  Flora : 

Will  only  have  a  few  minutes  to  write  now  but  if  I  get  a  letter  started  I 
may  get  it  done  sometime  and  I  know  by  past  experience  that  if  I  never  begin 
I  will  never  finish. 

I  will  begin  by  telling  you  what  I  know  about  our  family,  which  is  not  much. 
Yet  when  I  am  gone  you  will  have  no  one  to  ask  who  knows  as  much  about  it 
as  I  do. 

First,  my  father  was  born  in  1774,  and  was  married  when  he  was  quite  young 
to  the  daughter  of  the  son  of  a  Scotch  nobleman  of  Dundee,  Scotland.  They 
had  six  children,  named  Laura,  Charles,  Sophia,  Susan,  Nancy,  Jesse.  My 
father’s  name  was  Jesse  (Turner).  He  was  very  well  off,  but  after  his  first 
wife  died  he  deeded  all  of  his  property  to  their  children,  retaining  only  a  life 
lease  himself.  Then  he  married  Martha  Peace  Ward  who  was  17  years  old  the 
day  before  she  was  married. 

Father  w'as  English.  His  mother’s  name  was  Benton.  The  Wards  were  Eng¬ 
lish.  But  Grandma  Ward’s  mother  (Urania  Ricker)  was  Irish,  which  fact 
accounts  for  our  being  able  to  see  a  joke  the  same  day  that  it  is  told.  Mother 
had  ten  children,  three  of  whom  died  when  they  were  young.  The  others  were 
David,  Delia,  Daniel,  Sybil,  Isaac,  Naomi  and  Sylvia.  David  was  married 
before  I  was  born  and  went  to  Boston  where  he  lived  until  his  death  when  he 
was  about  forty  years  old.  After  father’s  death,  which  occurred  when  I  was 
two  years  old,  mother  took  her  six  remaining  children  and  came  to  Ohio.  You 
know  we  were  all  born  in  Canada  just  north  of  Lake  Memphretnagog.  Soon 
after  we  came  here,  Daniel  went  to  Michigan  to  work  for  Uncle  Sam  Ward, 
mother’s  youngest  brother.  I  don’t  know  how  long  he  stayed  in  Michigan. 
I  think  I  was  six  or  seven  years  old  the  first  I  remember  about  him.  Mother’s 
people  all  lived  here  then  except  Uncle  Luke,  who  lived  in  San  Jose,  California. 
His  two  daughters,  and  Uncle  Sam  who  lived  in  Michigan,  live  there  now. 
Grandfather  Ward  died  in  Seville  (Ohio)  and  is  buried  at  Morses  Corners. 
Grandmother  died  in  Westfield  (Ohio)  several  years  afterwards  and  is  buried 
beside  grandfather.  Sybil  married  Maxey  Haskins  in  1856. 

Mother  married  Father  Fritz  in  1858  and  I  don’t  know  when  your  father 
and  mother  were  married.  Naomi  married  Charlie  Haskins  in  1865  and  in  a 
year  or  two  afterward  moved  to  Missouri.  I  do  not  remember  just  when 
Delia  was  married  to  Mr.  Null.  They  had  two  boys.  One  of  them,  Jesse,  is 
married  and  has  one  daughter  and  is  living  in  the  West  somewhere,  I  don’t 
know  where.  Naomi  has  seven  children  living.  They  are  all  married  except 
Arthur  and  are  living  in  Nebraska.  Charlie  died  two  years  ago  (1910).  Naomi 
and  Arthur  are  living  together.  The  boys  are  all  farmers,  but  one,  William, 
who  is  a  Methodist  preacher.  He  had  two  splendid  boys,  young  men.  One 
of  them  died  a  few  weeks  ago.  There  are  twenty  or  more  grandchildren; 
Freida,  whom  I  think  you  have  met,  has  three  girls  and  one  boy.  The  last 
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was  a  Christmas  present.  I  am  hoping  to  go  to  Nebraska  to  visit  them  this 
summer  if  possible.  When  I  come  back,  I  will  tell  you  more  about  them. 
Every  one  of  Naomi’s  children  are  splendid  men  and  women,  and  they  are 
your  own  cousins. 

Isaac’s  children:  Jessie  is  living  in  Cleveland  at  2027  East  115th  Street  with 
her  mother’s  sister.  Arthur  and  his  wife  live  in  Florida,  St.  Petersburg. 

I  think  I  have  written  enough  family  history  at  one  time.  You  can  ask 
questions  and  if  I  can  answer  them  I  will.  .  .  .

July  5,  1857,  in  Lodi,  Ohio,  to  Elizabeth  Ann  Tuttle  who  was  born

“The  siege  of  Boston  was  lifted  March  20,  1776,  after  a  ten 
months’  siege.  My  grandfather  Phineas  Ward,  Jr.,  was  there  as  a 
carpenter.  He  had  a  family  of  little  children  and  was  out  of  food. 
Phineas  went  to  the  captain  of  an  ocean  vessel  and  asked  for  work. 
The  captain  was  very  gruff,  saying  ‘We  have  no  work  for  you.’ 
Phineas  said,  ‘But  I  have  a  family  of  little  children  and  no  food. 
They  will  starve  if  I  can’t  get  some  work.’  Later  the  captain  came 
with  a  sack  of  salt  sea  biscuit,  saying,  ‘Here,  Ward,  take  these  home 
and  feed  your  family.’  This  tided  them  over  until  the  siege  was 
lifted.” 

Aaron  Sewell  and  his  brothers  learned  to  swim  in  Lake  Mem- 
phremagog,  with  the  Indian  boys.  Aaron  could  still  swim  well 
floating  on  his  back  and  showing  more  skill  than  boys  in  their  teens 
who  were  swimming  with  him  in  Lake  Erie  at  the  age  of  73  years, 
only  a  few  weeks  before  he  died.  He  raised  the  first  barn  in  Bur¬ 
bank,  Ohio,  without  liquor.  The  men  said,  “Ward,  it  can’t  be  done.” 
Aaron  said,  “We  will  try.”  He  hired  a  woman  to  make  fried  cakes 
and  coffee.  The  men  came.  The  barn  was  well  raised.  The  men 
said  it  was  fine  to  have  all  the  coffee  and  fried  cakes  they  wanted  to 
eat,  and  not  a  man  went  home  drunk.  Aaron  Sewell  attended  the 
Norwalk  Seminary  a  few  terms.  He  came  to  Ohio  in  1835  with 
his  brother  John  Ward  who  married  Roxana  Haskins.
